SUPREME COURT'S NEW RULES. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


On the first day the supremo court of the. United States 


put -into efl'cct its' new rules, framed to expedite the hearing 
md disposal of eases, good progress was made in relieving 
the congested docket of that august tribunal. 
AVhen the 


court assembled this month its regular calendar was more 
than two years in arrcar; and with the constant interposition 
of prpfcrred cases—i. o., criminal appeals, interstate com- 
merce;' appeals and others, which arc entitled by law to pre- 
cedence—it might easily happen that appeals that came up 
in their regular order would not get a. hearing in twice two 
rears. And from term to term the calendar of the court was 
getting longer. 


This progression backward had to be ended somehow, the, 


reemdies previously applied had not been very effective. Not- 
withstanding I he enlargement by congress from time to time 
of the class of <-;ists in which the judgment of the intermedi- 
ate federal courts of appeals should be. regarded as final and
